Battery K, United States army, sta- 


tioned at Fort Constitution, expects to 
leave {or Cuba the 20th of the present 
month. The battery numbers ut present 
some ICO men. 
Before leaving they will 


undoubtedly be recruited to their full 
strength. Many of the new men were 
enlisted to serve during the war with 
privilege of -discharge at the close of 
hostilities. Some fifty, mostly young 
fellows, have applied for their discharge 
papers. When this battery leaves it is 
expected that Battery G, now stationed 
at Long Island Head, will be assigned 
to this port. 


Workmen are busily engaged in re- 


pairing one of the buildings on the post 
for winter quarters. The building re- 
ferred to was used previously for a barn. 
It is being sheathed on the interior and 
clapboarded on the exterior with heavy 
paper between. Several partitions will 
Lie erected to divide the quarters into 
apartments 
Sufficient heating arrange- 


ments are to be placed in position by 
the government. The building, when 
completed, will accommodate the entire 
battery and will be a warm abode 
through the winter. Lieutenant Breeze, 
now in command will probably bo re- 
lieved in a few days, as Lieutenant Gil 
bert, who has beou away from this post 
on sick furlough, is expected to return 
to his former position, not as lieutenant, 
but acting captain, in place of Captain 
Curtis, who is on a sixty days' fur- 
lough. 


The men are not over anxious about 


leaving for Cuba, as they do not like 
the climate. They are afraid that fever 
will invest their ranks more readily than 
the batteries which are located farther 
south, owing to the sudden change from 
the brisk northern air to that of the 
south. They experienced this when in 
Tampa, alter being sent from the post 
here. Many are not as yet over the sick- 
ness which overtook them while in Flor- 
ida. They think it easier to keep warm 
than cool.

cool beads gliding through their fingers 
as they murmur the holy name for thou- 
sands of times help them to arrive at 
that state of holy abstraction from 
earthly things which is so much prized 
among the followers of Buddha. 


Tho favorite Japanese rosaries are 


made of polished wood, crystal, onyx 
and chased silver, and tho Japanese 
Buddhists repeat in endless devotion 
"Namu Amida Butzu" ("Save us, 
Buddha"), while their Chinese brothers 
have the blessed name "U-Mi-to-fu." 
forever on their lips. A rosary of very 
great size was recently brought from a 
temple in Kioto, Japan. The largest 
bead is about sin inches iu diameter, and 
the rosary entire is about 24 feet long. 
The huge beads are of dark brown pol- 
ished wood. They are hollow and have 
each a figure of a god inside the little 
shrine, which can be seen through a 
lattice of brass work.—Cincinnati En- 
quirer.

' MAKING WOOD ALCOHOL. 


Tfc* Deadlr Sub»tm>«« That ThlrrMy 


Toper* Sometime* Drink. 


It is neooisnry first to convert wood 


Into liquid. The strongest hydraulic 
pressure would uot squeeze oue-balf of 
1 per cent «l tho moisture from dry 
wood, bat by putting the same material 
into ma iron retort and converting it 
into charcoal by means of beat the gates 
and smoke, in the extent of fully 05 per 
cent of tbe weight of the wood, may be 
condensed into pyroliguoons acid, from 
which are obtained wood alcohol, acetate 
of lime and wood tars. A cord of wood 
weighing 4,000 pounds produces about 
2,660 pounds of pyroligneous acid and 
700 pounds of ahaicoaL The pyroligne- 
ons acid from one cord of wood pro- 
daces 9 gallons of 83 per cent crude 
wood alcohol, 200 pounds of acetate of 
lirno and about 25 gallons of tar, besides 
8G bushels ot charcoal. After the pvro- 
ligueous acii! is ueutralizud \vitb lime 
tho wood al'-ohol is distilled off, the 
lime holding tho acetic acid in solution. 
After the separation of the wood spirit 
the remaining liquid is boiled down in 
pans to a su^ar, which is dried, and be- 
comes tho ncutate of lime of .commerce. 
Acetate of lime is used for making acetic 
acid. 


Fully thrcu-flf tbB of all the wood al- 


cohol and acetate of linio produced in 
the world an' made in the United States. 
Over 16,000 acres of forest per year are 
cleared in tho United States. Wood al- 
cohol affords a perfect substitute for 
grain alcohol for manufacturing and 
mechanical purposes, and at loss than 
one- third the cost. It is used principally 
as a solvent iu the milking of shellac 
varnish and m making celluloid aud 
photographic paper. It makes beautiful 
dye tints, is antisoptio aud is used for 
liniments ajd'for ekiu rubbing iu bath- 
houses.—Wiuo aud Spirit Gazette.
